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Max, 4, raises alarm 
after neighbour falls 


A FOUR-year-old boy 
who heard his elderly 
neighbour shouting for 
help in the night and 
prompted his mum to 
dial 999 has been praised 
by ambulance chiefs. 

Little Max Wilson, 
from Ely, was woken up 
in the early hours by his 
elderly next door neigh¬ 
bour shouting. 

Max rushed into his 
mum and dad’s bed¬ 
room and woke his mum 
Holly. 

Holly thought her son, 
who attends Rainbow 
Pre-school in Ely, had 
had a bad dream and 
told him to go back to 
bed, which he did. 

But when Max re¬ 
turned to her room sec¬ 
onds later Holly became 
suspicious. 

Holly, who lives with 
her firefighter husband, 
Steve, Max, and daugh¬ 
ter, Bethany, 2, in Priors 
Court, said: “When Max 
said that he could hear 
someone shouting for 
help I just thought he’d 
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had a bad dream. 

“I told him to go back 
to bed but he came back 
into my room seconds 
later and said he could 
still hear shouting. I got 
out of bed and walked 
out of my room, which is 
when I then heard shout¬ 
ing coming from next 
door. We live in a row of 
terraces and Max heard 
the shouting through his 
bedroom wall.” 

Holly, who works part- 
time at the West End pub 
in Ely, told Max to stay 
put as she rushed next 
door where the elderly 
lady lives alone. 

She said: “The lady’s 
front door was locked so 
I looked through the let¬ 
ter box and I could see 
she had fallen at the top 
of her stairs. 

“I told her not to pan¬ 
ic and that I’d call 999. 
As I turned around to 


go back to my house 
Max was coming out to¬ 
wards me and he had the 
phone in his hand. He 
said ‘Mummy, mummy 
we need to dial 999, we 
need an ambulance.’ 

“I couldn’t believe it. 
He’s obsessed with po¬ 
lice cars, ambulances 
and fire engines but I 
didn’t think for one min¬ 
ute he’d know what to do 
in a real emergency at 
his age.” 

Holly dialled 999 and 
both the ambulance ser¬ 
vice and police attend¬ 
ed. Their neighbour was 
taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital where she is 
said to be recovering. 

A spokesman for the 
East of England Ambu¬ 
lance Service Trust said: 
“Well done to Max who 
demonstrated maturity 
beyond his years when 
he heard a neighbour in 
distress. 

“His actions meant 
that medical help was 
quickly arranged for his 
elderly neighbour.” 



Police 
link raids 
at three 
stores 

THOUSANDS of pounds 
worth of cigarettes 
and alcohol have been 
stolen in three raids 
which are being linked 
by police.

TWO teenage girls have re¬ 
ceived a formal apology 
from police after their CCTV 
images were circulated by 
mistake. 

Francesca Galelli and Mol¬ 
ly Curtis, both aged 13, were 
devastated when they saw 
images of themselves on lo¬ 
cal news websites - and on 
Facebook and Twitter. 

East Cambridgeshire Po¬ 
lice distributed four CCTV 
images taken at Superdrug 
in Market Place, Ely, to the 
local media in a bid to track 
down who was responsible 
for a theft of make-up from 
the store on April 4. 

Francesca and Molly’s im¬ 
ages were among those sent 
out - but the pair were inno¬ 
cently shopping in the store 
at the time and were in no 
way related to the offence. 

Speaking on behalf of the 
East Cambridgeshire polic¬ 
ing district, Sgt Phil Priestley 
said: “We made an honest 
mistake that had deeply un¬ 
fortunate circumstances. 

“We always want to be 
clear and transparent if we 
get things wrong, and we 
definitely want to ensure 
that people know that Franc¬ 
esca and Molly are good peo- 
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pie and that this wasn’t their 
fault.” 

The error has also led to 
police revising district CCTV 
policies to prevent further 
mistakes in the future. 

Molly and Francesca have 
been invited to sit on a new 
Youth Consultation Panel 
designed to improve and 
promote the relationship 
that exists between local po¬ 
lice and young people aged 
12 to 16. 

The panel will convene in 
luly and police are keen to 
find young people from all 
backgrounds to come for¬ 
ward to volunteer their sup¬ 
port. 

Sgt Priestley, who is based 
in Ely, said: “While we have 
moderated our CCTV poli¬ 
cies to ensure that such 
mistakes will be avoided in 
future, we want to go the 
extra mile and take the op¬ 
portunity to set up a Youth 
Consultation Forum that will 
also help us to reach, com¬ 
municate and understand 
the needs and priorities of 
our younger people. 


“We want our school-aged 
communities to know that 
we value them in exactly the 
same way, and to exactly the 
same extent as we do with 
those who have left school 
and moved on to other 
things. 

“This is about creating an 
East Cambridgeshire that is 
not focused on what these 
young people represent to 
the future of the district - 
but what they need now and 
today.” 

Both Francesca and Molly 
have accepted the oppor¬ 
tunity to get involved in the 
consultation group. 

The new initiative comes 
just weeks after East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Police launched 
a project to help young men 
and women in the Ely area 
get regular access to toilet¬ 
ries, sanitary items and un¬ 
derwear. 

Local crime reduction of¬ 
ficer, Sue Loaker, is the wom¬ 
an behind the project, called 
Sue’s Essentials.

Cat lucky to be alive after being shot 
in head with air rifle in Haddenham

A CAT is lucky to be alive after it was shot in 
the head with an air rifle. 

Casey, who is around six years old, returned 
to his home in Haddenham with a lump and 
a scratch on his head. 

At first his owner thought he had been 
in a fight with another cat or a fox, but 
when vets at Companion Care Cathedral 
Veterinary Surgery in Ely X-rayed Casey, 
they discovered a pellet lodged in the top of 
his skull. 

Casey’s owner, who has reported the 
incident to police, said: “It amazes me that 
someone can do that to any animal, let alone 
a pet. 

“I don’t suppose we’ll ever know whether 
it was an accident or a deliberate act but 
people need to know that this is happening. 
“I’ve lived in Haddenham for around 10 


years and I’ve had cats here for nearly all 
of that time, but this has never happened 
before. 

“Casey is incredibly lucky that he wasn’t 
killed or that he didn’t lose an eye.” 

Sally Ann Halliday, practice manager at 
Cathedral Surgery, said: “Casey is lucky as 
if the pellet had gone into his brain it would 
have been a completely different story. 
“Thankfully, we don’t have many cats 
coming through our doors that have been 
shot but you do hear of it happening a lot in 
the area. People shouldn’t be going around 
shooting pets.” 

Casey’s owner said: “Thankfully Casey is 
recovering well. I don’t want to have to keep 
any of my cats cooped up indoors but it 
does make me nervous letting them out.”

denies assault 


A MAN has denied claims he ex¬ 
posed himself to a woman and 
sexually assaulted her in her 
own home metres away from her 
children. 

Sean Hedges, 26, denies sexu¬ 
ally assaulting a female victim 
by touching her on September 2 
last year. 

He also denies exposing his 
genitalia to her to intentionally 
cause her distress. 

Hedges, of White Cross Road 
in Wilburton, appeared at Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court on Monday. 

The jury heard he had visited 
the alleged victim’s home and 
touched her under her trousers 
and T-shirt while she asked him 
to stop. 

The court heard Hedges then 
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pulled down his trousers and ex¬ 
posed himself at the alleged vic¬ 
tim while her children were only 
metres away. 

Thomas Brown, prosecut¬ 
ing, said: “Although Hedges had 
known her for some time, there 
had never been a sexual rela¬ 
tionship between them. 

“He knocked on the door and 
asked to use her mobile phone. 
He came into the house and was 
seen to be behaving oddly. He 
asked her for a cuddle and she 
refused. 

“He pulled her towards him 
and she pushed him away. He 


told her they could have some 
fun. She tried to persuade him 
to leave. He then had his hand 
on her bottom and pulled her 
towards him using her T-shirt. 

“She retreated into the kitchen 
and he followed her.” 

Speaking in court, the alleged 
victim said: “I was in the kitchen 
doorway. I was standing there so 
the kids would not see. I was just 
scared, I didn’t know what was 
going to happen. I was in tears 
as soon as he left the house.” 

Hedges was arrested on Sep¬ 
tember 3. 

When questioned by the po¬ 
lice, he declined to offer any an¬ 
swers to their questions. 

In a written statement, how¬ 
ever, he denied touching and 


exposing himself to his alleged 
victim. 

“The statement says he denies 
committing any form of sexual 
misconduct,” said Mr Brown. 
“He accepts he had given her a 
nonsexual hug as he left, which 
was perfectly normal because 
they were friends.” 

Defending, Isobel Ascherson 
said: “I suggest he only hugged 
you. That’s the only thing the 
children saw because that’s all 
that happened.”

A NURSE is on a high after be¬ 
ing selected to take part in ITV 
Good Morning Britain’s Tough 
Mums challenge. 

Kathy Unwin, 47, was one of 
100 inspirational women from 
across the UK chosen to take 
part in the gruelling yet fun- 
filled 5k mud obstacle course, 
which was aired to millions of 
viewers last Thursday. 

ITV bosses were inspired by 
the amazing strength Kathy 
has shown following the tragic 
death of her son, Dylan Minar. 

Dylan, a former Ely College 
student, was just 19 when he 
took his own life in November 
2014. Dylan, who played foot¬ 
ball for the Ely Crusaders and 
Little Downham Eagles, shot 
himself. 

Mum-of-three Kathy, who 
was living in Little Downham 
at the time but who now lives 
in St Neots, said: “Dylan was 
living with his dad in Florida 
when it happened. 

“None of us had any idea 
that he was depressed, let 
alone suicidal. He was such 
an outgoing lad - everyone

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loved him and turned to him. 

“He was popular at school 
and was planning to go to 
university. 

“His father found him and 
we received a phone call tell¬ 
ing us what had happened. 

“Dylan’s death has totally 
shattered our world. He gave 
no tell-tale signs yet he said 
in the note that he left that he 
had been unhappy and de¬ 
pressed for a long time, and 
that he didn’t want to be alive 
any more.” 

Recently, Kathy, who is mar¬ 
ried to Rob and has two other 
sons, Justin, 24, and Joe, 19, 
has started to raise funds and 
awareness for PAPYRUS - the 
UK charity dedicated to the 
prevention of young suicide. 

Kathy, who is a learning dis¬ 
ability nurse at the East Anglia 
Children Hospice in Milton, 
said: “I applied for the Tough 
Mums challenge to help raise 
awareness for PAPYRUS but I 




didn’t think for one minute Ed 
be chosen. 

“It was an amazing expe¬ 
rience. I was on Richard Ar¬ 
nold’s team and he was fan¬ 
tastic.” 

The challenge was hosted 
by the well-known endur¬ 
ance event, Tough Mudder, 
with obstacles including the 
signature Mud Mile, King of 
the Swingers and Pyramid 
Scheme. 

Kathy said: “It was difficult 
but so empowering being 
with so many other women 
who have been through diffi¬ 
cult times in their lives. 

“I want to raise as much 
awareness and money for 
PAPYRUS as I can and Em do¬ 
ing lots of different races and 
events. Em also hoping to get 
a place in next year’s London 
Marathon. 

“Suicide is the biggest cause 
of deaths in under 35s in this 
country yet it is such a taboo 
subject. It’s got to stop.”

Mystery surrounds 
find of human head 


A FORENSIC artist could be called 
to help police with their investiga¬ 
tion into the discovery of a severed 
head at Mepal. 

A spokesman for the National 
Crime Agency (NCA) said the or¬ 
ganisation held a database of spe¬ 
cialists that local police forces could 
contact if they thought it would help 
with an investigation. 

One of these specialists is a foren¬ 
sic artist, who could be used to help 
identify the severed human head, 
which was discovered by a quarry 
worker in a skip at the site in Block 
Fen Drove last Monday 

A spokesman for the NCA con¬ 
firmed they had been in touch with 
Cambridgeshire police. 

Last Friday, police announced 
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that dental records could provide 
a breakthrough in discovering the 
identity of the human head. 

As previously reported, it is be¬ 
lieved the skip where the head was 
found originated in Sharnbrook, 
Bedfordshire, some 40 miles away. 

A quarry worker, who asked not to 
be named, said his colleague spot¬ 
ted the head lying in a skip and be¬ 
lieved it to be a woman in her 30s or 
40s. 

Police have failed to identify the 
gender but say the victim probably 
died before 2015. 

Police also say they are not cur¬ 


rently connecting the discovery to 
any missing persons. A post-mor¬ 
tem examination carried out last 
week came back inconclusive. 

Detective Inspector Jerry Waite, 
from the Beds, Cambs and Herts 
Major Crime Unit, said: “We are 
conducting enquiries both locally 
and across the county borders, and 
would urge anyone with informa¬ 
tion about the finding to contact us. 

“Officers have been carrying out 
searches at a construction site in 
Mill Road, Sharnbrook in Bedford¬ 
shire, as we believe this is where the 
remains may have come from.” 

Anyone with any information 
is urged to call police on 101 or 
Crimestoppers, anonymously, on 
0800 555111.

Police operation to target drivers on phones 


MOTORISTS who use a mobile 
phone while driving beware. 

The crime is the target of a special 
police operation being held across 
Cambridgeshire this week. 

Driving while using a mobile 
phone is considered one of the ‘fa¬ 


tal four’ driving offences, along with 
speeding, not wearing a seatbelt and 
drink or drug driving. 

Inspector Phil Bloor said: “People 
who use a mobile phone while driv¬ 
ing not only put their life at risk, but 
the lives of others.” 


From January to the end of March 
this year 290 people were issued with 
tickets for driving while using a mo¬ 
bile phone in Cambridgeshire. 

Police will be on patrol across the 
county all this week on the look-out 
for drivers on their mobile phones.

STRETHAM & Wilburton Community 
Land Trust must be congratulated on 
the 15 affordable homes out of the 
50 currently being built. 

But can CLTs really provide all the 
affordable housing needed in East 
Cambridgeshire? 

The District Council estimates that 
there is a need for 3,51 7 affordable 
dwellings to be built through new 
build - 31% of the expected housing 
growth. 

Yet new developers are not being 
asked to provide even this amount 
but can provide a commuted lump 
sum that can be used as capital for 
Community Land Trusts. Developers 
would build 11,500 new homes for 
sale at market rates and then CLT's 
would need to build another 11,500

Shelter produced a report 
demonstrating that families will 
only be able to afford homes under 
the starter home scheme in East 
Cambridgeshire if they earn above 
the average wage, couples will both 
need to earn the average wage and 
singles will only be able to buy if they 
are higher earners! 

To buy one of these starter homes 
you are likely to need joint incomes 
of over £30,000 each and more than 
£30,000 for your deposit. 

There are undoubtedly major 
flaws in the housing policies being 
pursued by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council and the relentless 
tide of price rises means that we are 
in desperate need of homes that are 
truly affordable.

Houses could 
help refugees 


SYRIAN refugees could be 
housed in empty Ministry 
of Defence properties in Ely 
- if the Government both re¬ 
quests and funds it. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council (ECDC) con¬ 
firmed this week that it will 
be contacting the Ministry 
to see if empty properties in 
the city, of which there are 
many, could be utilised. 

In nearby Peterborough, 
the city council has agreed 
to resettle five families in the 
city every year until 2020, 
with family groups typically 
being two adults and two 
children. 

It is expected that the 
first families will arrive this 
autumn as part of the Gov-

ernment’s Syrian vulnerable 
person resettlement pro¬ 
gramme. 

fohn Holdich, leader of 
Peterborough City Council, 
said: “The government has 
confirmed that we will re¬ 
ceive appropriate levels of 
funding for these families. 

“This city has a long and 
proud history of welcoming 
those that need our help.” 

A spokesman for ECDC 
said: “Many residents have 
been affected by the dis¬ 
placement of the people of 
Syria as a result of the on¬ 
ward assault from ISIS. 


“Central Government has 
made a clear commitment 
to take 20,000 refugees from 
camps in Syria and if we at 
East Cambridgeshire are 
requested to take some of 
these refugees and there is 
Government funding to do 
so, we will. 

“Unlike some other au¬ 
thorities we do not have 
housing stock but we are 
aware of empty Ministry of 
Defence housing in Ely and 
will contact the Ministry to 
see if these houses may be 
utilised.”

Plans announced to close level crossings 


NETWORK Rail has 
announced it plans to close 
or change the use of 33 level 
crossings in Cambridgeshire.

Firefighters to 
help give CPR 


HEART attack victims in 
the Ely area could soon be 
treated by fast-response 
firefighters as part of a new 
scheme being trialled in 
Cambridgeshire. 

The East of England 
Ambulance Service Trust 
(EEAST) has been working 
with six fire and rescue ser¬ 
vices on the new pilot pro¬ 
gramme. 

This week, the ‘co-re¬ 
sponse’ experiment began 
in Cambridgeshire, with 
firefighters in response cars 
deployed in addition to am¬ 
bulance clinicians and com¬ 
munity first responders, in 
cases where a patient is not 
breathing and their heart 
has stopped beating. 

Rob Ashford, acting direc¬ 
tor of service delivery for 
EEAST, said: “We already 
work closely with 999 col¬ 
leagues and this is an exten¬ 
sion of our partnership to 
help patients with an im¬ 
mediately life-threatening 
condition. 

“Building on the collabo-

rative work already under¬ 
taken through community 
first response (CFR), public 
access defibrillation and 
RAF co-response schemes, 
we also believe co-response 
schemes can add signifi¬ 
cantly to our ability to re¬ 
spond to patients quickly 
and start basic life support. 

“We know that the quicker 
someone starts cardiopul¬ 
monary resuscitation (CPR) 
and gets a defibrillator to a 
patient in cardiac arrest the 
better chance they have of 
surviving. 

“The ambulance service 
will continue to send clini¬ 
cians to such patients as 
a top priority, but the best 
thing for the patient is to get 
someone trained in basic 
life support to their side as 
quickly as possible.” 

Firefighters are currently 
trained in basic life support 
and equipped with defibril¬ 


lators. 

However, the ambulance 
trust will be providing on¬ 
going basic life support to 
those taking part in the trial. 

Rick Hylton, assistant 
chief fire officer at Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service, said: “Our on-call 
crews are already at the 
heart of their communi¬ 
ties and they are keen to get 
started. 

“We are passionate about 
providing the best possi¬ 
ble service to the people of 
Cambridgeshire and by link¬ 
ing up with EEAST we will 
be able to help each other 
in delivering life-saving as¬ 
sistance.” 

On Monday, the trial be¬ 
gan in Ramsey and March, 
before being rolled to more 
than 20 locations in the East 
of England.

memory, which, to date, has 
raised more than £31,000 
for the Lily Foundation and 
other children’s charities.

TEENAGERS with addition¬ 
al needs are running a new 
pop-up cafe in Ely.

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some grant funding to en¬ 
able them to renovate Mak¬ 
ings Cottage in Ely’s River¬ 
side into a buzzing cafe run 
by Highfield learners, com¬ 
plete with a fully accessible 
toilet, training facilities and 
community meeting space. 

Headteacher Simon Bain- 
bridge said: “Establishing a 
social enterprise has been a 
long-term goal for Highfield 
School. This cafe will create 
a much-needed community 
facility for our learners to 
test all their skills and knowl¬ 
edge gained within our 
school in the wider world. If 
we can breathe new life into 
this old building at the same 
time our enterprise will be 


doubly rewarding.” 

Highfield’s income gen¬ 
erator, Maz Baker, is now 
working hard to attract 
capital funds, expert advice 
and community support to 
transform Makings Cottage 
- a Grade II listed building 
which has stood empty for 
years - into a sustainable so¬ 
cial enterprise for the sixth- 
formers.

63% want 
Bremain 


A LMOST two thirds of local 
businesses want Britain to 
remain in the EU, according to 
a poll carried out by Cambridgeshire 
Chambers of Commerce. 

According to the poll, 63 per 
cent of firms asked said that they 
would vote to remain in the EU if 
a referendum was held tomorrow, 
with 27 per cent saying they would 
vote to leave and 10 per cent 
undecided. 

The results were released on the 
same day as a national poll of 2,231 
businesses, conducted by the British 
Chambers of Commerce, showed 
that 54.1 per cent would vote to 
stay in the EU and 37 per cent 
would vote to leave. 

John Bridge, chief executive 
of Cambridgeshire Chambers 
of Commerce, said: "Successful 
businesses operate on facts, figures 
and forecasts, and to date all of 
these seem to be noticeably absent 
from both campaigns. 

"The message from our members 


is that the lack of information and 
informed debate is preventing 
voters from shaping their own 
views. 

"Right now many feel that they 
simply don't know what they're 
voting for and are becoming 
disillusioned by the increasingly 
futile 'Punch and Judy' show being 
played out by politicians in the 
media." 

Mr Bridge added: "There is little 
doubt that the debate is already 
starting to have a stifling effect on 
certain sectors of the economy, as 
anecdotally we are increasingly 
hearing of investment plans 
being put on hold until the future 
becomes clearer. 

"This will inevitably have an 
adverse effect on business growth 
and what politicians must now 
do is raise the bar and create the 
informed debate the public needs 
to make its decision." 

The EU referendum takes place 
on June 23.

LI Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

L) Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move.

Parents ‘relax’ on teen driving 

MORE than a third of parents let their kids get 
behind the wheel of a car before they turn 1 7, 
according to research by a money-saving website 
- and most even allow it on public roads. 

And almost half (47 per cent) think the legal 
driving age should be lowered to 16, indicating 
that parental attitudes to teens' driving could be 
relaxing. 

The survey by VoucherCodesPro.co.uk 
questioned 2,157 British parents aged 35 or over 
with children aged five or over, and 35 per cent 
admitted they had let their children drive before 
reaching 1 7. 

Some 58 per cent had let their kids drive 
aged 16, while 3 per cent claim to have let their 
offspring get behind the wheel illegally aged just 
nine. 

And an incredible 59 per cent even allowed 
their underage, completely uninsured, totally 
inexperienced children to drive on the public 
road network, putting everyone around them at 
risk. 

The vast majority of people (71 per cent) say 
they allow it in order to give their kids some 
experience before taking to the road for the first 
time, but 23 per cent said it was 'just for fun' 
and 6 per cent asserted they were showing their 
kids that driving is harder than they might have 
thought.
